The officers came 
up with Johnson and Fitts several 
m i l e s of Rhome. 
Sheriff Faith j 
demanded 
Johnson to 
surrender, j 
which demand Jerome promptly re- I 
fused to comply with, and drawing a 1 
Winchester repeating gun on the of­ 
ficers, who were armed only with 
short-range pistols, told them “ to 
back up,” that he would not surren- j 
der to Wise county officers; if our 
sheriff and deputy would allow them 


ed the men had several head of hors­ 
es, and the Denton county officers 
knew they were on the right trail. 
They foundtraces of the men’s noon 
day camp and then followed the trail 
southwestward. 1 The outfit had left 
the road and gone into Jim Day’s 
pasture. 
The officers kept on the 
clear trail, and finally came upon 
them down in a branch in the Day 
pasture. The men had left the beaten 
path when they saw the approach of 
the Sheriff’s auto, and Johnson, with 
his automatic shotgun in his hand, 
got behind the horses. 
The Sheriff 
had his deputies keep their weapons 
out of sight and just before reaching 
the herd, he turned the auto shortly 
and got in behind the horses so as 
to afford no protection to Johnson. 
When within a few feet of Johnson, 
the officers drew their 
guns 
and 
covered him, telling him to drop the 
gun and throw up his hands. John­ 
son obeyed and both he and Fitts 
w ere arrested aud searched, No other 
weapon except the shotgun was found, 
but it was loaded to the brim the 
officers said, and in addition Johnson 
had several shells in his pockets. 
Fitts offered no 
resistance. 
He 
claimed that he was only working1 for 
Johnson 
and knew nothing1 of tile 
matter. Johnson claims the animals | 
with whose theft he is charged are 
rigntfully his. 
Twelve years ago, 
he said, he bought a mare and left 
w i t h his brother, Ross Johnson, 
whose ranch is located ten miles 
northeast of Decatur. He was to have 
half of the increase.

“The dust problem as it stands to- 
y seems to be open to two methods 
attack—first, by applying materials 
the road which will hold down tile 
dust formed aud, second, by methods 
of construction designed to reduce the 
formation of dust and therefore the 
wear of the road to a minimum. 
Dust 
prevention has so far been mainly con­ 
fined to the treatment of old macadam 
surfaces, and many preparations have 
appeared on the market during the last 
few years for which great claims have 
been made. 
“There are also two general methods 
of preventing dust on finished surfaces 
—first, keeping down the dust formed 
on the road and, second, reducing its 
formation to a minimum. 
"VY itll this 
classification in mind, a corresponding 
division of dust preventives may be 
made, and the different materials may 
be classed as temporary binders and 
permanent binders. 
It will be found 
that this classification readily lends it­ 
self to a logical comparison of the rela­ 
tive merits of the different materials 
when considered in regard to their ap­ 
plication and suitability for different 
kinds of roads as well as to various 
conditions of traffic and climate. 
The 
essential requisite for any dust pre-1 
ventive is its binding power, or, in oth­ 
er words, it s power of holding together 
the fine material produced on the sur­ 
face of the road. 
In order to keep 
down the dust the temporary binders 
from their ve ry nature will, of course, 
have to be applied with more or less 
frequency according as their properties 
approach those of the permanent bind­ 
ers. 
The term ‘permanent’ as here 
considered is only relative and applies 
to those materials which, upon one ap

“ In many instances the selection of a 
dust preventive may be iutiueu od by a 
combination of conditions which would 
be impossible to foresee except in indi­ 
vidual cases. 
Sometimes a choice of 
preventives may seem to be equally 
divided among a number of materials. 
and experiments alone will determine 
which, if any. is tile most suitable. 
In 
many cases the experimenter is handi­ 
capped by lack of funds, so that the 
most suitable material carmot always 
be obtained. 
In these cases a less suit­ 
able material will have to be employed, 
although in the long run this will of­ 
ten prove more costly. 
Except iu rare 
instances economy is the most impor­ 
tant point to be considered, aud while 
permanency of results is often synony­ 
mous with economy it is not always so. 
“Among the permanent dust preven­ 
tives coal tar and the asphaltic or 
semiasphaltie oils are the only ones 
which can be used under ordinary con­ 
ditions on account of expense. 
In the 
case of hard roads a choice of these 
two materials will exist, but in treat­ 
ing soft roads oils only have so far 
proved successful. 
“The choice between oil and tar for 
use on a rural macadam road will de­ 
pend upon several conditions. The first 
of these would ordinarily be the rela­ 
tive cost at the given location. 
Other 
factors, such as relative quality of the 
available materials, climatic condi­ 
tions, conditions of the road, character 
of the road treated, etc., should be 
carefully considered.”

B r i n g s U p N e w Question. 


A totally new element has been 
brought into the good roads question 
by Dean William G. Raymond, head 
of the college of engineering of the 
State university of Iowa, in an address 
before the Johnson county good roads 
convention. 
Although Dean Raymond is working 
for permanent roads, he wants the 
state to go in with its eyes open and 
consider all the problems. 
This one 
relates to grades. 
“With dirt roads,” said Dean Ray­ 
mond, “the pulling power of a team of 
horses is limited more by the condi­ 
tion of the surface of the road than by 
the steepness of the grades. 
But with 
concrete, brick or macadam roads the 
pulling power of a horse on the level 
is immensely increased, and it is the 
grades which determine the size of a 
load that can bo pulled. Consequently 
in order to get the benefit of perma­ 
nent roads it will be necessary to cut 
down the grades. 
“The practical effect is about as fol­ 
lows,” says the dean: 
“A team of horses can exert steadily 
on a dirt road a pull of 250 pounds, 
which is enough to pull a load of txvo 
and one-half tons on the level, and the 
team can pull the same load over short 
hills of a rise of from five to eight 
feet in the hundred by extra exertion. 
“But on a concrete road the team 
of horses can pull a load three or four 
times as great on the level. 
When it 
comes to a hill, however, the team can­ 
not pull this added load over the same 
grade that it could travel over with 
the lighter load on dirt roads.” 
Dean Raymond figures that the max­ 
imum load for level concrete roads can 
only be pulled over a 2 per cent grade 
—that is. over a hill that rises two feet 
in the hundred. 
In his address he went into the cost 
of permanent roads, urging short time 
bonds, and said he considered perma­ 
nent roads more of an investment than 
an expense. 
The $5,000 or $10,000 a 
mile invested in a permanent road is , 
not loss, he said. 
The money is spent. ' 
but the community has the road, and I 
before the road is worn out it has its 
value in use and in increased value of 
property.—Iowa Homestead. 


GAINING BY GOOD ROADS. 


The Farmer, Not the Motorist, Is Bene­ 
fited Most. 
Jt is not unnatural that a wrong im­ 
pression prevails as to the class of peo­ 
ple who will be most benefited by good 
roads. The enthusiasm of automobile 
owners for good roads and the large 
number of cars seen in all parts of the 
country have given tile impression that , 
the automobilists will be the largest 
gainers 
Tins is. however, an errone­ 
ous idea, as a “road census” taken 
would show that the motorcar owners 
are in the minority, and the people de­ 
riving the greatest benefit are the 
farmers. 
While the users of motorcars may 
assist in the work of creating public 
sentiment in favor of road improve­ 
ment, the real benefit to the country is 
in the saving to the farmers in trans­ 
portation and in the enhanced farm 
production which better marketing fa­ 
cilities engender. Many a farmer will 
take to marker over good roads a load 
of early potatoes for which he can get 
$1.50 a bushel, w h i l e with bad roads it 
would not have occurred to him to 
plant them. The difference to him is 
between a quick trip to town early in 
the morning over an improved road or 
a slow, laborious trip, taking prac­ 
tically an entire day over bad roads. 
It is everywhere admitted that with 
the improvement of our roads, farm 
lands will greatly enhance in value. 
All of these arguments In favor of a 
strong agitation for better roads should 
receive the earnest attention of every 
farmer. 
Our faithful servants, the horses and 
mules, should also be considered in 
this matter, as it is nothing less than 
cowardly to let these patient, dumb 
servants be lashed through mud and 
ruts, straining every nerve to serve.— 
Farm Press.

Finds Gun After 50 Years. 


Sept. 20, 1803, right after the battle 
of Chickamauga, A. B. Hays, now of 
Paragould, Ark., but then a member 
of company A. Second Kentucky in­ 
fantry, which was a part of Breckin­ 
ridge’s division, Gen. Hallurn s bri­ 
gade, picked up a musket which was 
of a more modern type than the gun 
he had been using, and which had be­ 
longed to a federal soldier who had 
been killed in the battle that day and 
took his own old time rifle and hid it 
in a hollow tree near the place where 
Cobb’s battery had been stationed 
during the battle. Mr. Hays had not 
been back to this part of the counti y 
since that time until the recent reun­ 
ion of veterans here, but remember­ 
ing the incident he took a trip to 
Chickamauga and from the markei s 
placed by the government he located 
the tree and found his old w ar gun 
was in good condition.

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White Men Were V. ere In Searer 
Gold Eighty Years Before the rd, 
grim F athe rs Landed Sn New E n g ­ 
land— Vast Ruins Will Be Excavated 
by Archeologists This Summer. 


Western archaeologists, headed by 
Dr. Robert F. Gilder of Omaha, have 
at last succeeded in lo cating the exact 
site of the ancient city of Quivers, for 
which Coronado and the old Spanish 
conquerors searched so diligently and 
fought so valiantly, and during the 
coming slimmer a party of archaeolo­ 
gists and scientists will make excava­ 
tions and explorations, which are ex­ 
pected to throw considerable light on 
the people of the kingdom whose lo­ 
cation has been In doubt for 400 years 
and more. 
The ruins of the ancient city skirt 
the Loup river in Nebraska for several 
miles, and, according to those who have 
visited them, the population at one 
time must have been enormous. 
While It has been known for a num­ 
ber of years that Quivera was some­ 
where in Nebraska, the exact spot had 
not been definitely settled. 
Nebraska is generally looked upon as 
a country comparatively new7 to white 
men. 
Nevertheless eighty years be­ 
fore the landing of the pilgrims on 
Ely mouth rock the fauna and flora of 
Nebraska had been written about by 
a white scientist, eighty-seven years 
before Hendrick Hudson sailed up the 
Hudson river a party of white men 
floated down the Platte: sixty-six years 
beforo the English settled in James­ 
town and Captain John Smith found 
undying fame white men and Indians 
were on the best of terms on the Ne­ 
braska prairies. 


Found Golden Corn, 
These early white men went to Ne- i 
braska seeking the city of Quivera, j 
where gold was supposed to be so plea- I 
tifiii that it had no value. They found 
yellow corn instead of the yellow gold, 
and they wont back home in disgust. 
But they left their footprints behind 
thorn, and tiiese have been traced bade 
to tile very city lo conquer which white 
mon marched more than 1,000 miles, 
Enduring all manner <»f hardships, and 
then marched back again. 
Twenty-five years or so ago, near 
Riverton, Neb., a farmer dug up an 
ancient stirrup. 
II was so strange to 
him that he sent it to tin1 state mu­ 
seum. There it was recognized as be­ 
ing the exact counterpart, both in 
shape and material, of those used for 
centuries by Moorish horsemen aud 
Spanish knights errant. 
It had been made on a blacksmith’s 
anvil of Iron or steel, and the blows et* 
the hammer were yet visible. 
Constant use had worn a small hole 
through the center. 
It is eleven indi­ 
es long, four indies wide and weighs 
one and three-quurter pounds. 
The finding of the ancient Spanish 
stirrup revived the old story of the 
early Spanish expedition to Nebraska 
and so stirred the souls of Nebraska 
archeologists that James NY. Savage 
made a personal trip to Madrid for the 
purpose of delving into the records iii 
the Spanish court archives concerning 
xpedition of Coronado, ('asteria- 
Vnsnlosa and others to the king- 
of Quivera. 


How Place Was Found. 
As a result of years of research Mr. 
Savage gave the following summary 
of his reasons for locating Quivera 
just north of the Platte river in Ne­ 
braska : 
“Quivera was situated northeasterly I 
from Santa Fe. 
It was distant from 
the latter city SOO or OOO miles. It was 
Hi of the fortieth parallel, the 
so va bern boundary of Nebraska. 
It 
lay north of a wide but fordable 
stream.” 
In describing the city of Quivera the 
paniard wrote: “This was one of the 
fates of Quivera. 
It contained tholl­ 
ands of houses, mostly circular iii 
hape, some two, three and even four 
ories in height, framed of a hard 
ood believed to he black walnut and 
illfully thatched. 
It extended along 
e river for more than two leagues, 
which distance a third stream flow­ 
in g the second.
